After  teeing  tome- 
Ibipg  of  the  kind  of  life  out  there,  te  left  Den¬ 
ver  City  no  the  18tb  July  with  the  inteutlou  of 
erbetlag  At  Rocky  Mountain#  to  tee  tome  *ii- 
eer  nUaea  of  which  we  bad  heard  a  good  deaf. 
W«  t carted  at  an  early  boar  to  the  morning, 
w.ih  four  mulct  and  two  atiewdanta,  ami  by 
booo  had  reached  a  height  ofj  nearly  tevcnty 
thousand  fact,  without  anythin"  remarkable 
haring  occurred.  The  scenery  »u  characteristic 
of  the  elevated  and  arid  dittrir-0  through  which 
we  travailed,  far  above  ut  thu  mountains  roee 
Into  sharp  peaks  covered  with  urn*,  while 
down  hi  the  great  canons  or  gorge#  we  could 
trace  to  airtime*  a  little  atreant,  cheered  hr  • 
scanty  vegetation  ,  at  other  timet  only  a  dry 
bod,  covered  with  atone*,  and  Immense  mat**  # 
of  debris  tfoiu  the  tWe*  of  Ihe  mountain#.  The  < 
Place  where  we  now  fo«n<l  ouroelve*  w*t  a  tuf- 
*  flclently  tlarUfug  one.  On  our  right  the  moun¬ 
tain#  ro*e  high  above  ut,  rmw  id  the  form  of  a 
precipitous  cliff  that  overhung  us  and  termed  | 
to  threaten  our  destruction,  aud  now  in  the 
shape  of  a  rugged  alopo,  scafcelv  less  steeji  j 
than  the  precipice  Itaelf,  covered  with  great  . 
ho  wider*  and  projecting  rocks,  with  here  aud 
there  a  shrub  or  taunted  tree  anebojod  in  clefts. 
The  path  along  which  we  moved  was  but  a  few 
feet  In  width,  and  beneath  us  the  precipices 
■  lew-ended  almost  vertically  tnto  the  shadowy 
gorge  hundred*  of  feet  below.  I  durst  uot 
look  down—  tBe  very  sight  made  my  brain 
-swim.

rifle,  followed  by  a  sudden  shriek  and  a  o-4*e 
as  of  thunder.  We  looked  up  end  saw  that  s 
intie  in  front,  tjuttfw  enough  away  to  be  clear  j 
of  us,  a  huge  ma*f  of  ruck  bad!  been  dtthidged  J 
from  the  precipice  above  and  w  ts  rushing  down  | 
ward,  crashing  along  amid  a  ctoud  of  dust  and 
an  arlilitrr  ,.f  small  stones  that  whittled  about 
our  cart  like  shot  from  a  hlil-battery  It  was 
only  a  second,  when  we  heard  the  mass  strike 
uUr  path  some  wuy  In  froutof  us  and  then  go 
careering  down  In  one  terrible  plunge  Into  the 
Mwning'depths  of  the  gorge  below.  The  rifle¬ 
shot  and  the  shriek  made  us  at  first  afraid  iliai 
a  human  being  ha<l  descended  with  ghat  fearful 
avalanche  of  stone  and  been  dashed  to  pieces 
on  the  rocks.  Hut  as  the  dust  cleared  away  we 
could  see  that  the  hunter  had  happily  saved 
l..r-.s  f  by  clinging  to  a  ahrub,  and  was  now 
ynsktng  successful  efforts  to  gain  a  kind  of 
rocky  plateau,  which  he  no  sooner  reached 
if  »  y  he  disappeared,  and  we  passed  on  our 
Jou.io-y,  a  good  deal  startled  by  what  had  oc- 
rurgd.
